REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


We are pleased to report that the past has been a 
prosperous year in all our schools. Nothing of a 
Serious nature has occurred to disturb the harmony 
which has existed between the teachers and pupils and 
we think a good degree of progress has been made in all 
the schools. 

In hiring the teachers, we endeavored as far as pos- 
sible to secure the services of those against whom there 
existed no previous prejudice or unfriendly feeling on 
the part of parents where they were to teach, for, 
although such a feeling may sometimes be readily over- 
come by faithful and patient labor and correct deport- 
ment on the part of the teacher, it is better that it do 
not exist at the beginning. In most cases we were 
able to secure teachers who had already gained a 
favorable reputation as successful teachers and their 
work in our schools proved that their good name had 
‘been fairly earned. 

We note with satisfaction that the teachers have 
made a greater effort to have the school registers prop- 
erly filled out at the close of the term and of the school 
year, which will be a help to the school board in making 
up their report to the state superintendent. 

The methods of school teaching and school manage- 
ment have so changed within the last few years that 
the question of school supervision in this town is 
becoming a serious one. Great improvements in the 
methods of teaching have been made in some directions 
while other changes, designed as improvements, are, in 
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our opinion, long steps in the opposite direction. Per- 
haps this is due to the fact that we are behind the times 
in these matters and hold antiquated notions about 
teaching and the management of schools. If this is 
so, the remedy would lie in electing a school board of 
younger men or women, who take an active interest in 
these matters and who keep themselves posted in regard 
to the changes and improvements of the times. 

Haven’t we such material in our town to choose 
from, who would accept the office? If so, by all means 
elect them and put them at work and so keep the 
standard of our schools up to what it used.to be. If 
we have not the time will soon come, and perhaps has 
already come, when it will be wise for us to adopt the 
provisions of the law passed by the last legislature and 
take the necessary steps to consolidate with some of 
the neighboring towns for purposes of school super- 
vision, the state paying one-half of the expense of the 
superintendent and the school boards of the consoli- 
dated district the other half. 

We have expended a part of the amount raised for 
repairing school houses and building school ground 
fences, in laying a new floor in No. 2 school house. Other 
much needed repairs will probably use up the balance 
of the appropriation. 

At the last school meeting the district failed to give 
us any extra school money and as upward of fifty dol- 
lars of last year’s school bills had to be paid out of this 
year’s funds, the schools have necessarily been short. 
We lengthened out the school in No. 2 four weeks and 
No. 1 three weeks by collecting some of the interest 
on the funds of these two old school districts and using 
it for that purpose. If the people in these districts 
will encourage it by sending their children to school, 
so as to make a respectable number of scholars, we 
think more of this accumulated interest should be used 
in the same way. 
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We are sorry to report any school bills unpaid but 
Mr. Cooley’s bill for carrying scholars is unsettled. We 
had some talk with him in the early part of the winter 
but no definite conclusion was reached. We expected 
to see him again before the time of settlement but as 
we did not the account is still unsettled.
